The cover of this issue honors LLOYD E. UJAGAMAN, Vice President of THE ELONGATED 
COLLECTORS, or "TEC" as we refer to our group. Lloyd is one of the most devoted to the 
hobby of collecting elongated coins. He lives in Camby, Indiana and is married to TEC 
Member #165} otherwise, and also known as "Alberta UJagaman", or more formally known as 
IYIr8. Lloyd E. UJagaman. They have one daughter who has presented them with four grand¬ 
children and when they visit "Gramps" they keep him busy. 

Lloyd has been with Gateway Transportation Co. of LaCrosse for 15 years} a member 
of Teamster Local 135 for 27 years? member of Masonic UJaverly Lodge #615 for 17 years; 
and for 18 years, a member of Brightwood Methodist Church in Indianapolis. 

He has been a coin collector nearly all his life and became interested in Elongateds 
when Dottie Dow's book was published. He's a Charter member of TEC and was elected as 
Vice President in August of 1967. He is a 7-year member of the Indianapolis Coin Club; 
3-year member of TAIYJS; 7-year member of the A.N.A.; and a 3-year member of Central States 
Numismatic Society; also, a Charter momber of A.E.C.A. But with all his activities he 
claims almost a complete loss of interest in coinage that has not been "rolled". 

Lloyd, as many of you know, is one of our present day "rollers" and has produced 
all the beautiful pieces shown on the cover of this issue. His machine is almost a real 
antique, having rolled many of the Chicago UJorld's Fair pieces of 1933-34. To date, it's 
still being used as it was at the Fair. Someday, he says he plans to modernize it with 
gears and some other kind of power than the hand crank. 

Lloyd's "Elongated Shop" and office is located in a 12 x 18 room in his basement. 

His entire operation takes place there from the original art-work, rolling, and filling 
his orders. He states that, when rolling, he rolls about 200 coins the first hour 
and then slows down because that "crank" turns harder and harder and harder. Don't it, 
Lloyd? 

On the front cover is pictured most of Lloyd's issues to date, including the 1967 
Convention Badge which is just one of Lloyd's many contributions to the Elongated hobby. 
The members who received theirs at the Convention in Miami last year wore them with a 
whole lot of pride. Lloyd donated the engraving costs, labor in stamping each member's 
number, the rolling and the soldering of the ring. And TEC member #165 (Alberta, of 
course) done all the sewing of the ribbons by hand. As previously stated, the cover 
pictures most of Lloyd's issues. His latest was received too late to be included, but 
they will be located under "NEUJ ISSUES" section. (Sorry about that, Lloyd, but the cover 
was shot and printed, stencil cut and ran, just one, I repeat, one day before your latest 
OHIO, CONNECTICUT, NEUJ YORK, GEORGIA, AND U.S. NAVY was received.) 

All of Lloyd's elongateds have been engraved by D.C. Overman, with exception of the 
Eastern Star piece that he engraved by hand. Eventually, Lloyd wants his own engraving 
machine - then he'll be able to do everything. 

One of Lloyd's beliefs is that all dies should be destroyed once they have served 
their initial purpose and all his 1967 dies have been destroyed. 

And because of his dedication to the hobby of collecting Elongateds, Lloyd has 
furnished a complete list of his pieces with the quantity produced. For the benefit 
of the Membership, the editor feels proud to publish the following:

ONE mflIM»S OPINION 


(Editor's Notes The following was written by Lloyd E. Uiagaman and was published in the 
"TEC NEWS", Oanuary-February issue of 1967.. As this issue is largely about Lloyd it 
is being republished for the new members.) 

"Having been asked by our president to write an article for the newsletter I decided 
this would be a good time to express my opinion on re-strikes or re-rolls. To begin with, 

I am very much apposed to any coins being rolled anytime after the era for which they were 
designed, unless of course, the die is re-engraved to read re-roll, re-3trike, copy, etc. 

I think a manufacturer would sell just as many coins marked as such as he would of unmarked 
coins. All the manufacturers I know of that are making re-strikes are not selling them 
as originals at fantastic prices, but have them priced right along with othsr modern roll¬ 
ings. This point proves that the manufacturer has no intention of defrauding the collect¬ 
ing public. However, many of these coins come into the hands of some dealers that have 
one thought in mind and that is to make a fast buck. I have a few re-rolls in my collec¬ 
tion that I purchased knowing that they wstb such and I wouldn't be surprised to learn that 
some of my coins, that I think are originals, turn out to be modern made. In many cases 
experience teaches one how to detect the re-rolls but in other cases it is almost impos¬ 
sible to be certain. 

It is impossible for a coin to become a collectors item as long as it can still be 
manufactured and I would like to think that the coins I roll today will be the collectors 
items of tomorrow. Therefore, after a reasonable length of time, it is my intention, to 
destroy all my dies so that in years to come a collector that gets one of my coins can be 
sure it is an original rolling. I have already destroyed my dies for the Indiana Sesqui- 
tennial (Map), The Indiana Sesquitennial (flag), and the Prayer for Peace in Vietnam and 
have sent specimens rolled from the damaged dies to the Presidents of both Elongated Col¬ 
lectors Organizations as proof of their destruction. The total amount of coins rolled for 
each of my destroyed dies are as follows: Indiana Sesqui. (Map) = 1569, Indiana Sesqui. 
(flag) = 1663, and Prayer for Peace = 1125. It is true I still have several of each of 
these on hand and the price is still 500 ea. but when these are gone there can never be 
any more. (Editor's Note: Remember this article is a reprint but if you need these 
pieces then, by all means, write Lloyd but blame neither of us if they're not available.) 

I am planning to roll a coin with a limited production and bslieve 150 coins would be 
a good amount to try out the idea. Then public response to this one would determine the 
amount to roll for future issues. Of course the amount rolled would have to control the 
price of each issue and on an issue of 150 pieces the price would have to be around $2,00 
each, but it is my belief that most serious collectors would rather pay $2.00 for a coin 
of 150 mintage than 50^ for one that might have had several thousand rolled. 

I would be most happy to hear comments from other collectors or manufactures who may 
or may not agree with me.

As it looks now this whole issue could be called the "Lloyd E. UJagaman Issue". And 
now for Lloyd's latest article just received. 

RARITY ? 

UJhat makes an elongated, or any other coin for that matter a rarity? It is rare be¬ 
cause of supply and demand and when the demand exceeds the supply the cost is going to go 
up. This is easy to understand on the older pieces because they are a thing of beauty out 
of the past and there is not enough of them to go around to all the collectors that desirB 
one in their collection. My reason for choosing this subject for this article is my con¬ 
cern over present day elongated coins that are being manufactured as a rarity from the 
minute they come out of the roller. 

If I, or any other roller, should so desire we could stop on engraving at any given 
point and roll a limited amount of coins, and then engrave the die a little further and 
stop again to roll some more rarities. It would be possible to roll a dozen or more rare 
varieties, with a dozen or more coins rolled of each variety and all coming from one die 
just by rolling at different stages of the engraving. UJe could end up with the rollings 
from the finished die which should not enough to pay for the entire operation plus a vast 
amount of modern day rarities which could net a young fortune. 

I was recently offered a pair of such coins, rolled on cents for a price of $30.00 
per pair and this price was a special favor to me. (Ylost of the pairs had been sold for 
#35.00, and there were 16 pairs, rolled. The chief engraver at the U.S. Mint doesn't get 
paid this well for his labors and he is truly an artist. I had purchased several of the 
other modern rarities but refused the above mentioned pair because I finally realized that 
as long as the collector continues to support such an operation it will continue to exist 
and no longer. I am refusing to buy all such coins in the future. 

This sort of thing can be the ruination of our hobby. UJhy should a new collector 
turn to elongateds with modern day rarities being manufactured and sold as such fantast¬ 
ically high prices. I don't think it is so much that the collector couldn't afford 
these coins as much as it is the fact that the collecting public hates to have someone 
make a sucker out of them. I hope all collectors will give this some serious thought 
and let your actions be governed by what you think will be best for our hobby.

STRETCHED coins 


(Editor's Note: The following article was written by LEE MARTIN for the Duly 
issue of COINAGE Magazine. Many of you perhaps have read it} the editor has copied it 
verbatim for those of you who have not read it.) 

The Chicago World's Fair of 1892-1893 will be remembered as the Fair introducing 
our first Go-Go dancers to the nation. Little Egypt was the ancestor of the current 
crop of revolving dervishes. The fair also produced the original ferris wheel and 
introduced one of the largest assemblages of medal and coins in numismatic history. 

But to collectors of egg-shaped coins, the fair was notable for only one thing . 

it was the starting place of the first recorded elongated issues. 

Cents, nickels, dimes and quarters were minted with various themes and one un¬ 
heralded engraver brought a few elongated dollars into the world. They may be the 
most costly coins in the entire "elongated" hobby. 

Stretched, or elongated coins, are coins created by running normal size issues 
through two steel rollers under extreme pressure and with one die bearing a recessed 
design. The metal is forced into it and a raised image coin produced. The technique 
is simple and requires a minimum of knowledge and a maximum of imagination to make a 
design which will be universally acceptable and thus profitable. Owners of the few 
elongated machines in existence face heavy die cost plus art expenses and this is the 
motivation behind the scarcity of new quality designs. The resale value of stretched 
cents can vary from a quarter to several dollars, depending on the design, the subject, 
and the quantity made. 

The first step in making a new subject is to sketch a very rough image to secure 
the basic concept. From the "rough", an artist enhances the idea via line art work 
and a completed black and white original is given to a concern who then makes the 
master for a pantograph operator. By using the line master and reducing it to corred 
scale on a steel die, the completed idea is ready to be installed in a small highly 
accurate geared press. Most modern presses are being motorized to give quicker results 
but a few antique models are still in existence and these are powered by elbow grease 
and a handle attached to a bulky gear-driven unit. Because the operator must place 
the coin in position accurately and manually and also pressure the geared handle, the 
use of three hands at once is an asset and a delightful sight to witness when the entire 
operation is a one man endeavor. 

Since the coins represent actual commemorative issues being made in an era when 
official issues are forgotten, the number of hobbyists collecting elongated coins is 
growing. In days gone by, the eliptical coin based its message on a fair, carnival 
or local festivity. As advertising men saw the coins and realized the potential, the 
messages began to take a more- personal outlook. 

Many organizations have produced elongated coins during their years of growth. 

The Red Men, Knights of Columbus, Knights of Pythias, Moose, Masons, and Veterans of 
Foreign Uiars .... just to name a few. 

Many religious cents are known including an entire set of the Ten Commandments. 
The all-time favorite is the Lord's Prayer. These are collected by "type" since minute 
differences can be detected in each offering. 

UJith large numbers of dies made, the collectors have tried to count every known 
offering. Guesstimates from 600 to 2500 have been made but no collection of more than 
600 different ones is known to date. The recent advance of the hobby has undoubtedly 
added substantially to the number of dies in the elongated field but a total of 2,000 
would not be too much out of line. 

Deterrents to mass production of dies are costs of production, advertising fees, 
worldwide subject matter, erratic production methods, and lack of a mass market. 

The latter is rapidly overcome as one club with more than 300 members exists and 
literally hundreds of free lance collectors haunt the coin shows to try and obtain 
very old or very new issues. 




One of the unusual aspects of collecting elongated coins is the interest .... and 
by some experts the lack of interest, paid to the reverse. The reverse of the issue 
is generally weak and often illegible but a new technique has added interest to the 
non-impressed side of the coin. The coin is coated with a substance known as "Belgium 
Paste" and after drying creates a full image on the coin. Various organizations have 
tried many substances from shoe polish to metal dyes but the secret formula of a new 
organization seems to be the answer. The term "Belgium Paste" appears to be an alias 
for "It's our secret." 

Elongated coins have been made on foreign coins, sales tax tokens, transportation 
tokens, blank planchets and on one disastrous occasion by an experimenter on wood. 

The latter produced about six "splintered elogateds" and a lot of tooth picks. 

The entire hobby within a hobby is about to get a 'lift' by the entrance into the 
field of a new organization composed of several longtime coin collectors and a Cali¬ 
fornia numismatist, Warren Bunge. Known as D.I.M.E. (Producers of Elongated Coins) 
t.o their commercial accounts, the company has begun another facet aimed directly at 
the person who enjoys collecting the private issue commemoratives. Their slogan is 
"A New Dimension in Modern Elongateds." A coin of the month featuring the most news¬ 
worthy event will be produced. The collection will form a metallic calendar of current 
events and a minature history book. 8est of all, their issues will be on dimes and 
thus they'll establish a format seldom seen in the past. 

Not more than six major elongated manufacturers have been making the bulk of recent 
issues in the specialized field. The new organization has an electric machine for 
making their issues and quality is assured. 

Mintage figures have not been available on many recent elongateds because 
there has been little demand for this statistic but because the price of an issue 
is related to the number available, such data may be prominent in future offerings. 

Early issues, in particular, have no source for determining the number made. 

Perhaps some day a "Redbook" may be introduced to the elongated coins and create a 
base for proper pricing. 

One of the most unusual elongated coins was displayed by an enthusiastic collector 
at a recent show. It was a s-t-r-e-t-c-h-e-d gold five dollar piece. The coin attracted 
a lot of attention and if any Treasury representatives had been present, it would have 

attracted them. Altering the appearance of gold coins via pressure, tools or chemicals 

is a sure way of having the coin confiscated. Specific prohibitions against such actions 
are in the gold act. Even a small solder mark on a gold coin was reason enough for 
an agent to "pick up" the offending piece. When the silver act of 1965 was enacted, 
a provision forbid the melting and treatment of silver coins. Obviously, this ban 
was against melting coins for profit and the creation of elongateds, with their 
precedence since 1892-1893 do not fall in this category. The ruling against defacing 
coins and placing back into circulation is also of minimum concert to a collector of 
elongateds. He could not put one in a vending machine accidentally - or deliberately. 

As for spending an egg-shaped coin or placing one in a bank wrapper, the odds are 

all against that possibility. 

No matter what term is given the coin - eliptical, oval, egg-shaped, stretched, 
or elongated - the one-time occupant of dealer junk boxes has moved into the ratified 
atmosphere held by coins with heavy demand. One antique dealer has a slogan "Yester¬ 
day's junk is today's treasure." The elongated coin, conceived during the 19th century, 
has beccxne the twentieth century's treasure! 






THE STORY BEHIND THE COMMEMORATIVE AIRMAIL ELONGATED

On May 15, 191B a Curtiss Oenny Biplane, with only 90 horsepower, took off from 
U/ashington on the First Trip for United States Airmail Service. 

The initial run was from Washington to New York City, via Philadelphia. 

This plane, (piloted by Lt. Geo. L. Boyle of the U.5. Army), had the number "38262" 
on the sides. It was to be cause for embarrassment for the new aerial postal service, 
because when it took off from Washington (amid cheers from President Woodrow Wilson and 
other dignitaries), it flew in the wrong direction. This was due to a faulty compass. 

It landed in Waldorf, Md., about 20 miles south of the District of Columbia. 

Luckily, the Washington bound flight from N.Y.C.,'On that same day, came thru on 
schedule. So it was the first official day of Airmail Service. 

In Washington there were 130 8oy Scouts on bicycles ready to deliver the mail when 
it arrived from N.Y. on that first day of service, May 15th. 

A 240 stamp was issued in 1918 - for this new service. The 240 cost of this stamp 
not only covered the Airmail Fee, but also the cost of Special Delivery to the addressee. 
The stamp showed an old airplane. One sheet of 100 of these stamps was printed inverted 
in error. The upside down airplane stamp, now is worth more than $20,000. each. 

U.S. Postmaster General Lawrence F. O'Brien has announced that a 10 cent Airmail 
Postage stamp, with the reproduction of a Curtiss Oenny Biplane, will be released on 
May 15th to Commemorate the 50th Anniversary of regularly scheduled Air Mail Service. 

Also on this day, will be released a new elongated coin to commemorate this anniversary. 
The elongated shows a reproduction of the Curtiss Oenny Biplane, similar to the one to 
appear on the stamp. Art work for the elongated was done by Don Dow. The wording on the 
coin "U.S. Airmail Service/l91B 1968/MAY 15/50th ANNIVERSARY/", also appearing on the 
plane is the number "38262". Dottie Dow is the manufacturer. 

It is interesting to note that Air Mail service was established only 15 years after 
the Wright Brothers made their first powered and controlled flight. 

Some will say that mail was carried by Air prior to 1915. THIS IS TRUE. In 1911, 
there were some "Pioneer Birdmen" (as pilots were referred to in those days), who would 
carry an occasional bag or two of mail, but this was for publicity only, with NO COST to 
the government. It was these trips, however, that attracted the attention of Congress, 
and they approved a bill in February of 1916 appropriating $100,000. for the Post Office 
Dept, to commence an experimental airmail route between Washington and N.Y.C. via 
Philadelphia. 

It was Capt. Benjamin B. Lipsner of the U.S. Army Signal Corp. who finally obtained 
approval for the first aerial mail trips made in 1918.

ARTICLE ABOUT THE BUSHWHACKER 
by Red Archer 

A little history on the Bushwhacker Days. 

Prior to the Civil li/ar the city of Nevada, Mo. was established about a mile north 
of the present location. This was a divided area, some pledging their loyalty to the 
North and some to the South. 

There was a garrison of Union soldiers at Fort Scott, Kansas, 20 miles to the U/est 
of Nevada, and John Brown, the bloodthirsty preacher, made his headquarters just north 
of Fort acott. Quantrill and his Bushwhackers also ranged down in this area. Quantrill 
and his men were sworn to kill every man,that wore a Union uniform. 

There were many sympathetic to Quantrill and as a result many skirmishes were fought, 
some with the Union soldiers from Fort Scott and some with citizens of this area. 

During this period of time the city of Nevada, Mo. was burned. History is not clear 
as to who was responsible. When the town was rebuilt the new location was chosen. 

Shortly after the town was rebuilt the building engraved on the Bushwhacker Museum 
elongated was built of native stone and served as a county jail until a few years ago 
when the Vernon Co. Historical Society purchased the building and started the museum. 

The jail cells are intact and resemble something out of the medieval period of time. 

Each year, the third week of May, we have three days of Bushwhacker Days. To help 
celebrate there are from five to eight hundred Indians that come here for a Pow Wow. 

There are parades, beards, long dresses, big hats and a spirit of excitement during this 





time and if you don't act just right the "Bushwhackers" might just put you in the "jail" 
erected on the city square. 

The elongated (Bushu/hacker) was released for the celebration this year. Locally, we 
sold these on the key chain and gave a free pass for adults and one for minors with 
each purchase to the museum. 

All proceeds were donated to the museum to help pay for the purchase of the build¬ 
ing. RED ARCHER

THE LONG AND SHORT OF ELONGATEDS 

The first attributable elongated coins were rolled during the Columbian Exposition in 
1893. Since then many expositions, fairs and centennials have used elongateds as com¬ 
memorative medals. 

A minimum of seventeen different dies are known to have been used for rolling the 
Columbian Exposition pieces, which leaves some doubt about this being the first 
time elongateds were made. With this number of working dies and considering the 
cost of machines, dies, manpower and space, it would seem as though someone tried his 
luck at rolling coins at an earlier time. 

An elongated or rolled coin is made by placing a coin or token between two steel 
rollers, one of which bears the engraved die. Under great pressure, which must be sub¬ 
stantial enough to flatten anti stretch the coin, it moves between the rotating rollers 
to receive the impression of the die. Modern-made elongateds generally bear the initials 
of the maker - "DD" for Don and Dottie Dow, "LW" for Lloyd Wagaman, or "RW3" for Ralph 
W. 3obe. 

Dottie Dow of Phoenix, Arizona, has assembled what is probably the largest known 
collection of elongated coins and has authored a book 'The Elongated Collector, an 
Illustrated Check List of Elongated Coins," now the biole of elongated fans. In addi¬ 
tion she owns her own rolling machine and to date has produced more than 130 different 
pieces. These, of course, are considered modern-made pieces. There are possibly 600-700 
different older pieces known to exist. 

Through the years elongateds have been used to commemorate many different events, 
such as the 1904 St. Louis World's Fair, the 1915 Panama-Pacific Exposition, the 1898 
Trans-Mississippi Exposition, and the 1905 Lewis & Clark Centennial. Various clubs and 
fraternal organizations have gotten into the act, too. The American Legion, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Knights of Columbus, Moose, Elks, Eagles, and Masonic organizations are 
all represented. 

Elongateds have been used during political campaigns, while others carry memories of 
other famous persons (Lindbergh, MacArthur, Will Rogers, Doe Louis, and more). Famous 
places like Glacier and Yellowstone National Parks have been pictured, and many collec¬ 
tors have even made their own store cards on rolled cents. There are even pieces com¬ 
memorating Christmas and Easter. In fact, one could probably find a piece to fit almost 
any occasion that might come to mind! 

At the present time about a dozen persons are rolling elongateds. Some make only 
one or two pieces for sale each year; some make 400-500 pieces before the dies are des¬ 
troyed. With more than 200 known collectors, some of these pieces could become quite 
valuable. 

A few years ago I bought two pieces out of a junk box for 250 each (one was a Chicago 
World's Fair Skyride, the other an Hawaii). Today these pieces would be priced at one 
or two dollars each if found in a dealer's show case. 

At the 1966 A.N.A. convention in Chicago, a few interested persons got together with 
Dottie Dow and formed "The Elongated Collector" club (TEC) which has since grown to more 
than 200 members. Each member has his own membership card in the form of (what else?) 
an elongated cent with his name and number engraved on the obverse. A special attraction 
for members who attended their first annual convention this past summer in Miami was a 
convention badge made from a rolled 1967 Canadian quarter with red ribbon and clasp.

CHURCHES REWORD LORD'S PRAYER 


(Editor's Note: This article was issued by the Associated Press from Nsw York with the 
date-line of 3une 15, 1968.) 

Variant wordings of the ancient Christian creeds and the Lord's prayer have long been 
an unsettling note when members of different denominations worship together. 

But a new accord recently pointed toward eventual harmonizing of their basic devo¬ 
tional phraseology. 

Representatives of 14 leading Protestant denominations and the Roman Catholic Church 
have agreed on common texts of the Lord's Prayer and the Apostles' Creed to be recom¬ 
mended to their parent bodies for approval. 

"Considerable time and perhaps even further changes will be required before a final 
version is achieved." said the officers of a joint group which worked out the common 
versions. 

But the agreement was termed a major "first step" toward achieving one English 
language rendition of the historic expressions of faith. 

Participants were the worship commission of the Consultation on Church Union, involv¬ 
ing nine denominations; the inter-Lutheran Commission on Worship, including five Lutheran 
bodies, and the International committee on English Litugy of the Roman Catholic Church. 

Altogether the churches involved have a total of more than 81 million American members 
more than two-thirds of the Christians in this country. 

Nearly a score of translations of the Lord's Prayer and numerous texts of the Apostles 
Creed were examined in meetings by the group to develop the common texts. 

The chairman, the Rev. Herbert F. Lindemann, of Fort Wayne, Ind., a Lutheran, and the 
secretary, Rev. Gerald 3. Sigler, of Washington, D.C., a Catholic, said a main problem 
was variations in English style. 

But, "there was far more similarity among the texts examined for possible common 
usage than some had thought possible," they said. 

With the common texts of the Apostles' Creed and the Lord's Prayer now ready, the 
group next is going to work on common versions of the Nicene Creed, the Gloria in Excelsis 
and Sanctus of traditional church liturgy. 

THE AGREED-ON text of the Lord's Prayer reads: "Our Father in heaven;/ "Holy 

be your name,/ "Your kingdom come,/ "Your will be done,/ "On earth as in heaven, 

"Give us today our daily bread./ "Forgive us our sins,/ "As we forgive those who sin 
against us./ "Save us in the time of trial,/ "And deliver us from evil./ "For yours 
is the kingdom, the power and the glory forever./ "Amen." 

In the past, the usual Catholic version left off the final line of praise, as does 
the New Testament, in which 3esus offers the prayer. But the line generally was included 
by Protestants, and was put in the common text. 

The line asking forgiveness for "our sins," substitutes that phrase for the widely 
used "our trespasses" or "our debts." The line, "Save us in the time of trial," replaces 
the ordinary, "Deliver us not into temptation." 

Participants said the differences that have arisen were in language usage, not in 
doctrine.

He once heard that 
there have been approximately 130 varities catalogued and only about ninety of these are 
in the book "The Elongated Collector". 

Note: If you missed it, the above article said that the new version has only been 
agreed upon. Final approval of the version has not been expressed by the parent bodies. 

It may bo years before the version is adopted.

I think this is up to the roller as long as all present members have been offered 
a new piece and a reasonable time to buy. Anyone not buying his is just out of luck. To 
make a limited issue just to get a high price is not fair to the customers and a "roller" 
of this type should not be allowed to advertise in the TEC NEUJS.
